The Devil and the Foremost 


HIS is an old record. We are putting it on 

again because the occasion is appropriate. 
The breeding season is beginning. The best place 
to practice elimination is on the crop of 1944. 

Occasionally we hear race track operators say: 
“We have to think of the breeders. They’re the 
backbone of the Turf. If it weren’t for them, 
there would be no racing... .’’ So the breeders 
come off with a net return of one kind thought. 
The track operator, like as not, goes on to ex- 
plain, very sincerely, that there has been an 
awful lot of racing and that, after the war, there 
should be a further expansion. So the breeder 
must have a rich reward awaiting him in the 
sweet bye and bye. The breeder figures the same 
way. Tomorrow, he says to himself, things will 
be better. Manana. A beautiful word—-manana. 

We say that the more racing there is, the less 
chance there is of Thoroughbred prices returning 
to the level they held when there was half as 
much racing as there is today. The price of 
horses does not depend upon the amount of rac- 
ing. If anyone doubts this generalization let him 
spend twenty minutes with the American Racing 
Manual or the files of THE BLOOD-HORSE and in- 
vestigate for himself. 

The track operator knows, whatever his good 
intentions may be, that it is not in the least nec- 
essary for him to think of the breeder. He knows 
the breeders of Thoroughbreds are not going to 
strike. He knows that, come profit or loss for 
the breeder, there will be horses in the stalls when 
the meeting opens. (Wouldn’t it be nice if we 
could refuse to believe it?) He knows that, while 
some breeders breed for profit, they all breed for 
fun, and you couldn't stop them with anything 
less than a tommy-gun. 

We wonder if breeders of Thoroughbreds are 
altogether cognizant of the change which has 
taken place in their special field in the last few 
years. Do they realize that the breeding of 
Thoroughbreds, which used to occupy a few 
thousand acres of good land owned by a few en- 
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thusiasts in a few counties has been multiplied 
and spread over many counties and many states? 
Do they know that many of the newcomers to the 
ranks of breeders—and nobody gives them a 
warmer or more sincere welcome than the old- 
timers—are raising horses on cheaper land, with 
cheaper feed, and cheaper labor than can be 
found in the old capitals of the industry? Have 
they stopped to think that good horses are now 
coming from the four corners of America—well, 
three corners, anyway? Or that even the vastly 
expanded program of racing in the United States: 
hardly creates enough demand for horses but that. 
the entire production could be accounted for with- 
out using half the land in one well grassed, 
middle-sized county ? 

The breeding of Thoroughbreds is an intricate, 
specialized, enthralling business, or sport, or avo- 
cation, or whatever one pleases to call it. But it 
is not properly a matter for mass production on a 
nation-wide basis. There simply is not enough 
opportunity to go round. 

But we have a situation in which race horse 
prospects are being bred in almost every favor- 
able locality north of the Mexican border. No 
community, no individual is privileged to suggest 
to another community or another individual that 
there isn’t room for both. They all have equal 
rights. This is perfectly proper and we make no 
moan about it. We only say, let the best man win. 

Peculiarly enough, it is in that last hackneyed 
phrase that the system breaks down. The best 
man doesn’t win. The best horses, literally, don’t 
win as much as the great horde of selling platers 
and quadrupedal beetles which result from this 
mass production system of horse breeding. The 
greatest, most frequent opportunities are for 
horses whose market value can never rise more 
than fractionally above their production costs. 

What we need on the race courses is absolute 
ruthlessness in separating good horses from poor 
horses on the basis of their potential earnings. 
It is far better to let the devil take the hindmost 
than to let the hindmost raise the devil with the 
whole economy of Thoroughbred production.

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SIDELIGITS

Consider Selima 


HIS might come under the head of mopping- 

up operations, since a series of three previous 
articles (January 9, 23, 30) set up the only im- 
portant bases for argument against the justice 
of the exclusion of American Thoroughbreds from 
the General Stud Book. For the benefit of those 
who see any force in historical argument, it may 
be pointed out that whereas the present Messrs. 
Weatherby are too reluctant, by American stand- 
ards, to accept the authority of the American 
Stud Book, some of their predecessors were al- 
most too obliging. An excellent example is the 
case of Selima, the famous imported filly whose 
memory is perpetuated each fall by the Selima 
Stakes. Her registration is brought up here be- 
cause it gives a fair illustration of how unreliable 
early records frequently are. 

Selima was foaled in 1745 at Lord Godolphin’s 
stud in England, and was a daughter of the fa- 
mous Godolphin Arabian. There was no General 
Stud Book at the time, of course. Benjamin 
Tasker bought her in 1750 and brought her to 
Maryland. Whereas a good many horses of 
Selima’s day had no pedigree, Selima had four. 
Or at least there were four theories about her 
dam. The first of these had her out of Shafto’s 
Snapdragon, but it was later pointed out that this 
mare was foaled in 1759, or 14 years after Selima. 
The second had her out of a sister to Babraham, 
which appears in the General Stud Book as the 
“Large Hartley Mare.’”’ There was also a version 
which made her a sister to Lord Godolphin’s 
Daphne, and another which held that she was out 
of a sister to Keck’s Aura. The merits of the 
four versions aren’t worth discussion. 

When Bruce compiled the first volumes of the 
American Stud Book he put Selima in as a daugh- 
ter of the Godolphin Arabian out of a sister to 
Babraham. Did it just like that, giving no indi- 
cation that there were any doubts about the mat- 
ter. So when the first volume of the General 
Stud Book was revised in 1891, Messrs. Weather- 
by picked up Bruce’s entry, and Selima was duly 
legitimized, and now appears in Volume 1 of the 
G. S. B., under the name of the Large Hartley 
Mare, as follows: 

1746 b. f. Selima, by ditto [the Godolphin Arabian] 
{sent to the United States of America) 

The G. S. B., you see, took the American Stud 
Book as a sufficient authority, and changed its 
own records to match. Well, that was all right 
until some eight or nine years ago, when C. M. 
Prior turned up the original records of the Go- 
dolphin Stud in England, and found that Selima 
was a foal of 1745, and was out of a mare named 
Shireborn, by Hobgoblin. Her foaling was duly 
recorded, together with the information that she 
was “sold to Mr. Tasker into Maryland.” 

So, simply because an old record was discov- 
ered, Selima’s pedigree has been straightened out, 
every previous version being wrong. You will 
imagine that the G. S. B. and the American Stud 
Book fell over themselves getting their records 
changed. You will imagine incorrectly, because 
neither of them did anything about it at all. 
Selima is still out of the Large Hartley Mare on 
both sides of the Atlantic, officially. She is still, 
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officially, a member of the No. 15 family, though 
she belongs in No. 21. (Bruce Lowe students 
please note.) 

A great many similar errors, in both stud books, 
have been turned up by independent research 
workers, such as the late Fairfax Harrison in 
America, and C. M. Prior in England. Do the 
stud books change their records? Not a bit of it. 
And they have an extremely good reason, too. It 
doesn’t matter a curse what happens to a 200- 
year-old pedigree. The only time the names in a 
pedigree of 1745 become important is when they 
can be used to indicate that the descendants of 
the G. S. B. (with all its inaccuracies) are 
“pure,” and the descendants of the A. S. B. (with 
all its inaccuracies) are “tainted.” 


The Real Number Four 


NOTHER amusing by-product of later re- 

search is the fact, uncovered by Prior from 
old records preserved in the family of the Duke 
of Portland, that the tap-root mares of the fam- 
ilies which Bruce Lowe numbered, respectively, 
7, 11, and 13, all go together, and that their de- 
scendants represent one female family, not three. 
But when Bruce Lowe prepared his tables on fe- 
male lines, Prior’s discovery naturally hadn’t 
been made. If they are corrected on this basis, 
the combined number of classic winners attributed 
to the three lines totals 31, and this is enough to 
place the new female line in fourth place. This, 
in other words, ought to be the Number 4 family, 
taking rank over the Layton Barb Mare which at 
present is considered the Number 4 tap-root. Pos- 
sibly there are still a few confirmed addicts of 
the Bruce Lowe theory of breeding, and these 
facts are mentioned just to confuse them.

Classic Nominations 


ONDON, January 18 (By Air Mail).—With 

the wartime stipulation that the races can be 
run on any course selected by the Jockey Club, 
and on any date subsequent to and within 28 days 
of the advertised date, the entries for this year’s 
five classic races appear in the current issue of 
the Racing Calendar. The two Guineas events 
are advertised for Newmarket on April 20, Derby 
and Oaks at Epsom on May 27, and the St. Leger 
at Doncaster on September 1. All these dates, 
and two of the venues, are merely nominal. The 
season’s fixture list has not yet been published, 
or even sanctioned, and although we may reason- 
ably hope that the Newmarket Summer Course 
will be available, it is very long odds against a 
resumption of racing at Epsom and Doncaster 
this year. In all probability, as last season, the 
classics and all other “open” races (i. e. those not 
restricted by the regional scheme) will be staged 
at Newmarket, an arrangement that will be gen- 
erally considered the best that can be made in the 
present circumstances. 

Numerically, the entries for the classics are ex- 
cellent, showing an average increase of about 15 
nominations a race over those of 12 months ago. 
This is partly, but not altogether, accounted for 
by the fact that the events wear a much more 
open appearance than they did last year, when 
Sun Chariot, Big Game, and Watling Street were 
clearly outstanding. For the coming Two Thou- 
sand Guineas there are 67 nominations, for the 
One Thousand Guineas 64, for the Derby 72, for 
the Oaks 68, and for the St. Leger 92. If we look 
for comparison to the 1918 series run at New- 
market, we can get considerable encouragement. 
In that year, the Guineas were run over their 
true Rowley Mile course, and the entries made 
when candidates were yearlings remained valid. 
Even so, the Two Thousand entry was only 103 
and the One Thousand 88. For the other three 
classics, which were substitutes comparable with 
this year’s events, the nominations were: Derby 
55, Oaks 41, St. Leger 50. 

It has to be noted that Lord Rosebery’s only 
hope for the present series of classics, the little 
filly Ribbon, has been entered for all five events. 
Winner of the Middle Park Stakes, Ribbon is a 
most game bit of stuff and bred to stay, but I 
imagine that her lack of inches will prevent her 
reaching the heights. The Nearco filly, Lady 
Sybil, top weight in the Free Handicap, is nom- 
inated for four of the events—she is not in the 
Two Thousand. There is a good sprinkling of 
colts and fillies which have yet to run in public 
among the entries for each of the classics, and 
already there are whispers of “dark 'uns’’ for the 
Derby, notably the colt Merchant Navy, a son of 
Hyperion out of Rose of England which was pur- 
chased for 2,400 guineas at the dispersal of the 
late Lord Glanely’s stud. He is now owned by 
Messrs. A. and J. Hedley and is trained by Joe 
Lawson at Manton. 

As usual, Miss Dorothy Paget has been lavish 
with entries. She has five engaged in the Derby 
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and the pick, without much doubt, is Straight 
Deal, of whose winter progress I have the best of 
reports. J. Olding is another owner who has five 
Derby entries, and they are trained by four dif- 
ferent trainers. The Aga Khan’s Derby nomina- 
tions number four—Nasrullah, Umiddad, Baman, 
and the ‘dark’? Hyderabad. The last named, an 
8,000 guineas yearling purchase and the brother 
to Sun Castle, has yet to be seen in public. His 
Majesty the King has two Derby entries—Tip- 
staff, whose limitations seemed to be exposed last 
year, and Drop Scone, a son of Felstead which has 
not been trained, but is due to leave Sandringham 
this week for Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s place at 
Newmarket. 


Foals of 1942 


PROPOS my remarks at the time of the De- 

cember Sales at Newmarket that, so far from 
being in a position to export bloodstock at the 
end of the war, we should be buyers of stock from 
abroad, a study of the second (1942) supplement 
to Volume 29 of the General Stud Book is inter- 
esting. This supplement records the number of 
foals born in 1942 in Great Britain and Ireland, 
and the figure is 2,282. This is the lowest total 
for over half a century, and compares with 3,675 
living foals in the peak year of 1939. The 1942 
total shows a drop of as many as 409 from the 
figures of the previous year. In the light of these 
facts, the prices realized by yearlings and foals 
at the recent sales is not so surprising as it 
seemed. 

These foals of 1942 will be coming to the races 
as 2-year-olds in 1944, their numbers thinned by 
the many ills and hazards that beset young Thor- 
oughbreds. Suppose we are optimistic, and as- 
sume that of the 2,282 living foals, 1,400 can be 
put into training to race next year. And let us 
continue in optimistic vein, and assume that rac- 
ing will be restored to something like normality 
in '44, as a great many people opine that it will 
be. Then we turn up the Calendar for 1938, the 
last full normal year, and find that in Great 
Britain and Ireland, 724 races were staged for 2- 
year-olds only, and they were contested by 1,837 
horses. 

Now we can better appreciate why the value of 
young stock is soaring towards the 1919 boom 
figures. Just one further illustration. In 1919 
we came back to virtually a full program—about 
16 days’ racing were lost owing to a railway 
strike and adverse weather, but the total value 
of stakes run for was in excess of the 1913 figure. 
I do not know the exact number of foals born in 
1917, but it was certainly more than in 1942. Yet 
only 1,293 2-year-olds were available to run in 
1919 for 613 races that were confined to horses 
of that age. The figures, in every case, are for 
Great Britain and Ireland. 

In broad outline, this war is following closely 
the pattern of the last. To those American breed- 
ers who are wondering if there will be a market 
here for their yearlings in the next three or four 
years, I would comment, “What would have been 
the demand for a consignment of yearlings from 
U. S. A., as relatively well-bred (by our stand- 
ards) as you could ship this year, at the Don- 
caster September auctions of 1919, '20, or ’21?” 

The dearth of stock brought about by the dras- 
tic eliminations imposed during the war-years 
1914-18 meant Doncaster yearling prices ap- 
proaching—and in three years exceeding—an av- 
erage of 1,000 guineas apiece in every year from 
1919 to 1929. The present almost appalling rec- 
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ord of mares officially reported dead or de- 
stroyed—they total 2,400 in the last three years, 
a number that must be more than double the in- 
take of young fillies—means that there will be 
an ever more acute shortage when this war is 
over. The last issue of the G. S. B., Volume 29, 
showed that there were registered some 5,700 
mares in 1939. We know that only 2,282 mares 
had living produce in 1942. I doubt if this num- 
ber of foals will be much exceeded this year, and 
I further question if there are more than 3,500 
mares available to be mated this spring—and the 
records show that about one mare in three re- 
mains barren. If I am wrong, and there are more 
mares than I assume, then it can be stated defi- 
nitely that there are not the requisite number of 
good-class stallions to cover them. 

No, we shan’t be obtaining foreign currency by 
the export of Thoroughbred race horses for a 
number of years after the war. We may have a 
few very bad ones that we shall be able to spare 
for India, the Malay States, and Spain, but if you 
have any on the shelf that are any good, send 
them along. We shall be buyers up to 1950 at 
least. 


Irish Reforms 


EPORT of the special commission appointed 

by the Turf Club and National Hunt Steeple- 
chase Committee to consider reforms in Irish 
racing contains some far-reaching proposals. 
These include the elimination of bookmakers from 
race courses, giving the totalisator a monopoly as 
in most Continental countries; the purchase and 
uniform control by one governing body of all 
race courses in the country; that a stipendary 
steward be appointed to attend all meetings; that 
the Australian starting gate be universally adopt- 
ed; that the Turf Club and I. N. H. S. should be 
amalgamated and a committee formed to take 
charge of race course management; and that 
stewards should be elected by ballot at a meeting 
of the Turf Club. 

Meantime we are awaiting the result of the de- 
liberations of the Reorganization Committee set 
up by our Jockey Club away back in October, 
1941, to consider post-war reforms. It would 
certainly appear that the committee are giving 
due and proper consideration to the proposals 
that have been placed before them. I suppose we 
ought not to look for rash recommendations from 
a Jockey Club sub-committee—nothing hasty or 
hot-headed, such as that unhappy memorandum 
put forward 12 months ago by the Council of the 
Owners’ and Trainers’ Association! That mem- 
orandum, with its bright promise of great re- 
forms, has been taken into the maw of the Re- 
organization Committee and is still being di- 
gested. And the Owners’ and Trainers’ Associa- 
tion, which seemed such a virile, hopeful body, 
bent upon getting things done or at least upon 
laying the plans and making the machinery for 
action, has been kept nicely bound and gagged, 
“pending the report of the committee appointed 
by the Jockey Club.” 


News in Brief 


ASRULLAH, the winter Derby favorite, and 

the second favorite, Umiddad, are doing well, 
according to their trainer, Frank Butters, who 
has purchased the 4-year-old Massowa privately 
from Mrs. Macdonald-Buchanan to lead them in 
work. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE 


Sir Eric Ohlson and his brother Tom have 
registered half partnerships in the 4-year-olds 
Feberion and Hare Bell and the 3-year-old Red 
October. Last season Feberion, Hare Bell, and 
Red October ran in Sir Eric’s name. Red Octo- 
ber, which won the only race in which he ran, is 
a half-brother to Big Game. 

Tom Ohlson is a private in the army. At the 
Newmarket December Sales he bought the brood- 
mare Olein for 17,000 guineas. Olein, which is in 
foal to Hyperion, will be mated with Fair Trial. 

Lord Sefton has sent Medoc II, our best ’chaser 
and winner of the Cheltenham Gold Cup, to run 
in Ireland. He will be trained by R. Fether- 
stonhaugh at the Curragh with a view to winning 
the Irish Grand National. 

H. Wallington’s high-class 3-year-old Incre- 
ment has died of internal trouble. The colt, a son 
of Easton or Colorado Kid out of Emolument, 
raced on the Northern circuit last year, and won 
three of the four races he contested. He was 
placed 13 pounds below the best of his age in the 
Free Handicap. 

The King’s classic filly, Open Warfare, has 
joined Captain Boyd-Rochfort’s team at Free- 
mason Lodge, Newmarket. For the past two 
months the filly has been at Sandringham, where 
she was exercised daily in the paddock. 

Death is announced at Durrington, Salisbury, 
at the age of 77, of John Powney, elder brother 
of Harry and Hugh Powney. John Powney’s 
stables were at Grateley, Hants, and it was from 
there that he turned out the Lincolnshire Handi- 
cap winners General Peace and Little Eva and 
other notable performers. 


DEATH OF ALEC TAYLOR 


HE “Wizard of Manton,” Alec Taylor, the 

most successful trainer in England during his 
day, died at his Chertsey, Surrey, home January 
28 at the age of 80. From 1902, when he took 
over complete charge of Manton House stables, 
through 1927, when he retired, he trained winners 
of 928 races and £801,53014 (about $4,007,653, 
figuring the pound at five dollars), including win- 
ners of 21 classic races. He had retired in 1927, 
after Book Law had won the St. Leger, on ac- 
count of ill-health, but had continued to act in an 
advisory capacity to Joe Lawson, his chief assist- 
ant, in the conduct of the Manton stables. 

His death ended his family’s association with 
the English Turf, an association which had con- 
tinued for three generations and encompassed 
practically the entire history of modern racing. 
Tom Taylor, his grandfather, was a successful 
trainer to Lord Chesterfield, Duke of Grafton, 
Lord Glasgow, Mr. Stirling Crawfurd, and others, 
and his son, Alec Taylor, later called “old Alec” 
to distinguish him from his son, trained numerous 
classic winners and established the Manton House 
stables on a 5,000-acre tract of downland near 
Marlborough. He died in 1894 and the stables 
were then run by “young” Alec and his half- 
brother Tom. The latter retired in 1902 and left 
to Alec the entire stables, which had had no 
marked success during the partnership regime. 
It wasn’t long, however, before a new prosperity 
embraced the undertaking. The great Sceptre 
became a member of the stable in March, 1903, at 
the end of her 3-year-old career, and for her new 
trainer won the Hardwick Stakes, the Jockey 
Club Stakes (the first of nine wins in this stakes 
for her trainer), and the Duke of York Stakes. 
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The same year, 1903, Grey Tick won the Cesare- 
witch. 

The first of the classic races fell to “young” 
Alec in 1905 when Challacombe won the St. Leger. 
From that time on horses from Manton stable 
either won or placed in the classic races in every 
year but six. There were four winners of the 
Two Thousand Guineas: Kennymore, Gay Cru- 
sader, Gainsborough, Craig an Eran; one winner 
of the One Thousand Guineas, Saucy Sue; three 
winners of the Derby: Lemberg, Gay Crusader, 
Gainsborough; eight winners of the Oaks: *Rose- 
drop, Sunny Jane, My Dear, Bayuda, Love in Idle- 
ness, Pogrom, Saucy Sue, and Short Story; and 
five winners of the St. Leger: Challacombe, Bay- 
ardo, Gay Crusader, Gainsborough, and Book 
Law. He also won the Grand Prix de Paris in 
1921 with Lemonora, and practically every im- 
portant handicap in England, except the Cam- 
bridgeshire. He trained five winners of the Ascot 
Gold Cup. His earnings constitute a record for 
England, and they do not include placed moneys 
or winnings on the Continent. He headed the list 
of trainers for 12 years, including seven succes- 
sive seasons, 1917-23. 

The “Wizard of Manton” was born March 15, 
1862, at Fyfield, Wiltshire village, near Marl- 
borough. The famed Manton House stables had 
been sold by him in 1919 to Joseph Watson, with 
the arrangement that he would remain in charge 
of the horses. In 1922 Mr. Watson became a 
member of the peerage and assumed the name 
Lord Manton. He died shortly afterwards but 
his estate continued the arrangement until the 
establishment was again sold, this time to the 
Messrs. Tattersalls, in 1927.

Otto Torrell Dies 


Otto (Brick) Torrell, onetime owner, plunger, 
and race official, died in the Elgin State Hospi- 
tal, Elgin, Ill., on November 5, 1942, it has been 
learned. He broke into racing shortly after the 
turn of the century as a valet at the old Emory- 
ville track and became an owner shortly after- 
wards when his successes in the ring came easily. 
Some will remember him as the bookie who of- 
fered 7 to 10 on Man o’ War in the Travers 
Stakes when the other operators were giving 1 to 
10. It was his only attempt with the slate and 
chalk. Some of his betting coups were notable, 
several running into six figures. More recently 
he had been clocker and occasionally the official 
timer at various tracks. He held this position 
at the 1942 Ak-Sar-Ben meeting at Omaha, Nebr., 
but his health was rapidly failing him and it 
wasn’t long after the meeting that he collapsed 
in Chicago. He was put in a hospital but four 
days after a major operation he left the hospital 
and went to Washington Park where he again 
collapsed and was then sent to the Elgin State 
Hospital where he died. He was about 62 years 
old and it is believed that he left no survivors.

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NOTES FROM AIKEN 


N the past few years, there have been two new 

training tracks built in Aiken—in 1937 the 
Aiken mile track for trotters, and in 1942 the 
Aiken training track for Thoroughbreds. This 
year Aiken has the distinction of having in train- 
ing Shut Out, the past year’s leading money 
winner among the Thoroughbreds. Incidentally, 
Eddie Arcaro, one of our great flat jockeys, is 
now here in Aiken as he is the contract rider for 
Greentree. 

Also here in training is last season’s leading 
money winner in the steeplechase group, Elkridge, 
owned and trained by a resident of Aiken, Kent 
Miller. Aiken also has the leading steeplechase 
stable of the year, that of Mrs. F. Ambrose Clark, 
which is trained by J. D. (Dolly) Byers. It wona 
total of 16 races and $31,390 in 1942. 

William Post is training 16 horses, three of 
them for the Binglin Stable, which is owned joint- 
ly by Bing Crosby and Lin Howard. One of these 
is *Barrancosa, an Argentine mare, whose best 
performance last year was a dead heat in the 
Beldame Handicap with Vagrancy, the champion 
mare of the year. 

Another outstanding horse, but in the 'chasing 
division, trained by Billy Post is Bath, owned by 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps. He started five times last 
year, won three races and broke two track rec- 
ords. Due to an injury in midsummer he had to 
be retired for the remainder of the season. He has 
been judged by many to be the fastest jumper 
out in years. 

The Brookmeade Stable of Mrs. Dodge Sloan 
also has a large group here in training, there 
being about 30 under the care of Hugh Fontaine, 
including the stakes winners Pomayya, Very 
Snooty, and Bonnet Ann. 

Pete Bostwick, who is now in the Army, has 
about 15 horses being trained by Frankie Slate, 
who is also one of the leading steeplechase jock- 
eys. The most famous horse of this stable is 
*Cottesmore, which was the winner of the Inter- 
national Steeplechase Handicap at Belmont Park. 
Slate also has three horses for L. E. Stoddard, Jr., 
also in the Army. 

Two other large stables are those trained by 
Preston Burch and Oleg Dubassoff. The former 
trains for Richard Howe and Harry La Mon- 
tagne, both winter residents of Aiken, and also 
for the owner of the famous Longchamp Res- 
taurants. Dubassoff has a few in training for 
the estate of W. S. Farish, former president of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey. 

Another stable that has arrived is that owned 
by Mrs. Michael Evlanoff (Elizabeth Arden). 
These are trained by David Englander, the fa- 
mous onetime international jockey and trainer. 
Harris Brown has arrived with the Mill River 
Stable.

New Orleans 


ITH support growing steadily, the meeting 
at the Fair Grounds at New Orleans com- 
pleted the first of 48 of its scheduled 75 days on 
January 30, with a crowd of about 8,000 reported, 
and with some of its best handicap horses in ac- 
tion. The feature, the Chalmette Handicap, lost 
some of its interest when Riverland was with- 
drawn, as nothing was left which seemed able to 
to cope with B. F. Whitaker’s Requested, and the 
Questionnaire colt had no trouble with his field. 
It gave the stable a consecutive double, as it had 
won the fifth race with the 3-year-old Pops Pick, 
a colt by Reaping Reward. He was bred by Cold- 
stream Stud, and he won at the immediate ex- 
pense of Coldstream’s Reaping Glory, also by 
Reaping Reward. Coldstream Stable won the 
first race of the day, however, with Favor, also 
by Reaping Reward, and Coldstream Stud, which 
bred both of these winners, made it a breeder’s 
triple with Bull Whip, by *Bull Dog, which won 
the last race of the day. 

The next stakes event of the New Orleans meet- 
ing is the Gulf Coast Stakes, for 3-year-olds at a 
mile and 70 yards, to be run February 13. It will 
be an important preparation for the Louisiana 
Derby, which is to be run March 6. 


Requested Has a Gallop 


When Requested and Sun Again finished in a 
dead heat for second place in the Preakness 
Stakes last year it was the final start of the sea- 
son for each of them, as both came out of the 
race with leg trouble. Requested was the first to 
get back into action, winning his first 1943 start 
on January 5. Two weeks later he was beaten by 
Signator in a very fast six furlongs, the winner 
cutting the New Orleans track record to 1:10%. 
On January 30 Requested (124) was out for his 
first attempt this year at a longer distance in 
the Chalmette Handicap ($5,000 added, 3-year- 
olds and up, 11%, miles) at New Orleans. River- 
land (124), considered his most dangerous com- 
petitor, was withdrawn, and Requested went to 
the post a 7-to-10 favorite. 

The race proved hardly more than a gallop for 
him. Jockey L. Haas had him away third, behind 
Copperman (110) and J. A. Kelley’s Red Moon 
(108), kept him in hand until the field was ap- 
proaching the stretch and then sent him up fast. 
He went past the leaders easily, bumping Red 
Moon for good measure as he did so, and drew 
rapidly clear. At the finish he was going easily, 
three and a half lengths ahead of Hugh S. Nes- 
bitt’s Staretor (116), with Red Moon another 
length away third. H. C. Richards’ Columbus

DEATH OF RICHARD F. HOWE 


ICHARD F. HOWE, breeder, owner, and mem- 

ber of The Jockey Club, died January 26 
at Aiken, S. C., after fracturing his hip in a fall 
from a horse the previous day. He was 79 years 
old. He has long been associated with the sport 
of racing both here and abroad, although his suc- 
cesses as a horse owner have been rather limited. 
Probably the best horses to race in his name 
were Only One, winner of the Dixie, American 
Legion, Delaware, Baltimore, and Prince Georges 
Handicaps in 1935, and True North, a son of Only 
One, and a stakes winner of 1942. 

Born June 25, 1863, Mr. Howe was the son of 
Col. James H. and Mary Gordon Cotton Howe. 
He entered the Simmons Manufacturing Com- 
pany upon his graduation from Harvard in 1884 
and became secretary and general manager of 
the firm. In 1900 he was admitted to partnership 
in the Deering Manufacturing Company and when 
it merged with the International Harvester Com- 
pany in 1902 he was made vice-president and sec- 
retary of the farm machinery corporation. In 
1911 he retired from business but returned in 
1917 when President Wilson appointed him as 
civilian member of the Aircraft Board. 

For many years he imported large numbers of 
yearlings and mares from England and France. 
None of these did particularly well and *Scar- 
borough, grandam of True North, is the last of 
these importations still in his ownership. She is 
one of the 16 horses he has quartered at Elsmeade 
Farm, Lexington. It was in 1936 that he moved 
his breeding stock to Elsmeade Farm, which at 
the time also boarded horses owned by Mrs. Am- 
brose Clarke and A. G. C. Sage. At the time of 
his death his horses-in-training were at Aiken, 
S. C., where Preston Burch is conditioning them. 

Probably his most important contribution to 
the Turf was his successful appeal to the United 
Board of Tax Appeals several years ago in re- 
gard to paying an income tax on money spent on 
his racing stable. He stated that his stable was 
operated as a business venture, and not for social 
purposes, and was upheld by the Board. 

His wife, the former Abby Deering, died many 
years ago and he is survived by his son, Lt. Col. 
Deering Howe, of Washington, D. C., a sister, 
Mrs. A. L. K. Volkmann, of Bonita, Calif., and 
two granddaughters, Mrs. Augustus G. Paine, of 
Washington, D. C., and Miss Priscilla Howe. His 
residence was at Linden Hall Farm, near Jericho,

This is an argument THE BLOOD-HORSE has 
tried to stay out of, feeling that the breeding 
paddock, rather than the race course, is its do- 
main. But arguments keep all the horse business 
alive. 


UY BUTLER’S interview with Mr. B. A. 

Jones, published in the Miami Daily News 
and reprinted in THE BLOOD-HORSE of January 23, 
page 131, is an illuminating commentary on the 
ethics governing the trainer of the world’s largest 
money winner. On other occasions Mr. Jones has 
been quoted as stating there was no necessity for 
retiring Whirlaway, that the horse might well 
win another half-million dollars. The only inter- 
pretation to be placed upon Mr. Jones’ remarks 
as quoted by Guy Butler is that unless Whirlaway 
is favorably handicapped—that is with not more 
than 130 pounds—he will counsel Mr. Wright not 
to run the horse. 

Fortunately for the history of racing the world 
over, competent trainers have never tried to train 
and handicap horses. Otherwise some of the 
brightest pages in racing history would never 
have been written. To cite a few: 

Carbine with 145 pounds won the Melbourne 
Cup, at two miles in then record time for the 
race, in a field of 39. The second horse, High- 
born, carried 92 pounds; later that racing year 
Highborn won the Sydney Cup (2 m.) with 129 
pounds, the Australian Cup (214, m.) with 130 
pounds, after which he went to India, where 
among other races he won the Durbungah Cup 
(1%, m.) with 140 pounds and the Merchants 
Cup (1% m.) twice with 147 pounds and 152 
pounds respectively, which proves Highborn was 
no push-over. 

In England in 1880 Isonomy, then a 5-year-old, 
won the Manchester Cup (2 m.) with 138 pounds, 
with the 3-year-old The Abbott (93) second. The 
unbeaten Barcaldine at five in 1883 won the 
Northumberland Plate (2 m.) with 136 pounds by 
open daylight, Shrewsbury (116) second. Old 
Fisherman, as a 5-year-old in 1858, won the 
Chatsworth Stakes (114 m.) with 142 pounds, the 
3-year-old Misty Morn (77) second; Misty Morn 
won 12 races that year. The next year Fisher- 
man won the Ascot Gold Cup (21! m.), scale 
weights, and about an hour later won a Queen’s 
Plate (3 m.) with 142 pounds, beating three 3- 
year-olds with 100 pounds each. 

In our own racing history there are a number 
of performances that make one scoff at Mr. Jones’ 
weeping because Whirlaway has on occasion been 
allotted 132 pounds. As a 2-year-old in 1897 in 
the Great Eastern Handicap Hamburg won under 
135 pounds, with Kitefoot (111) second; in the 
beaten field were Briar Sweet (109), Firearm 
(120), the Futurity winner L’Alouette (120), and 
Bowling Brook (115), all good winners. The bot- 
tom weight was Maximo Gomez (99). 

I saw Sir Barton as a 3-year-old pick up one 
pound more than Whirlaway ever carried, 133 
pounds, in the Maryland Handicap and easily 
whip Mad Hatter (106), with Audacious (118) 
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third. The time for the mile and a quarter was 
2:02%5. There was another son of *Star Shoot 
that was a pretty good weight carrier, named 
Grey Lag. At three he won the Knickerbocker 
Handicap (144, m.) with 135 pounds. Careful 
(108) was second, and at two Careful won 12 
races and at three 10 races. At five Grey Lag 
carried 135 pounds to victory in the Suburban, 
giving 20 pounds to *Snob II, winner of the 
Withers the year before. 

So Mr. Jones thinks Whirlaway, winner of over 
$500,000, is badly treated if asked to shoulder 
more than 130 pounds. Poor Whirlaway—by his 
trainer’s admission the soundest horse ever foaled. 

It was a good thing the late Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer and his trainer Gene Wayland did not see eye 
to eye with Mr. Jones, otherwise Exterminator 
would never have gained the reputation he did. 
Grey Lag by any standard was a high-class race 
horse, yet Exterminator under 135 pounds de- 
feated Grey Lag (126) in the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap. Then his connections shipped the great son 
of *McGee—Fair Empress to Latonia and ran him 
in the Independence Handicap (1% m.) with 140 
pounds. He was beaten but not disgraced. That 
same year Exterminator accepted the weight as- 
signed him in the Kentucky Handicap, 138 pounds, 
and whipped Firebrand, the horse that later beat 
him in the Independence Handicap, carrying 119 
pounds. Then seven years old, Exterminator on 
14 occasions carried from 132 pounds to 140 
pounds. 

Alfred G. Vanderbilt and “Bud” Stotler never 
tried to dictate to the handicapper how much 
Discovery should carry. When this horse won 
the Brooklyn for the third time he carried the 
record impost of 139 pounds with Roman Soldier, 
a good horse, under 126, the latter finishing third. 
The year before, Discovery at four carried 139 
pounds to victory in the Merchants’ and Citizens’ 
Handicap, with Stand Pat and Top Row, 117 
pounds each, second and third. 

I dare say horses trained by Sam Hildreth were 
as heavily burdened as any horse ever trained by 
one man, but Hildreth never rushed into print 
crying over the injustice of it. He ran his horses 
at the weights allotted and he won his share of 
races. 

It was the general opinion that Whirlaway was 
treated rather leniently when allotted 132 pounds 
in the Widener Cup. He should have had 135 
pounds at least and if Jack Campbell gives him 
an ounce less, provided he trains and races well 
in the meantime, for the Suburban, Jack Camp- 
bell is not the handicapper I think he is. 

As Mr. Jones states, it is true Warren Wright 
has expended a great deal of money in Thorough- 
bred bloodstock, but it is equally true in the 11 
years the silks of the Calumet Stable have been 
before the public that stable’s horses have earned 
$1,453,706, and in the past three years the horses 
of the Calumet Stable have earned $897,401. I 
venture to assert that the late John Sanford in 
his racing lifetime spent three dollars for every 
dollar Mr. Warren Wright has expended for 
bloodstock and I also venture to assert that in his 
whole racing career the horses raced by Mr. San- 
ford did not earn as much collectively as Whirl- 
away has done. 

So Mr. Wright paid $26,000 for a yearling that 
was later sold for $3,500. So what? The East- 
land Farms paid $75,000 for a yearling, New 
Broom, and William R. Coe paid $70,000 for an- 
other yearling, Hustle On, and neither ever won 
a race. The late Lord Glanely paid in consecutive 
years $59,700 for Westward Ho! and $72,500 for 
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Blue Ensign. Westward Ho! earned $5,120, Blue 
Ensign never earned a farthing and both were 
useless as sires. 

From the tone of the interview given by Mr. 
Jones to Guy Butler I think Max Hirsch owes Mr. 
Jones an apology for starting a $10,000 horse, Tola 
Rosa, and whipping Whirlaway in a $25,000 race. 
I have known Max Hirsch for many years and 
have always found him to be a most obliging 
gentleman. Such being the case I feel sure he 
will not offend Mr. Jones again, nor have the 
temerity to start a $10,000 horse in a $25,000 race. 

I shall have to close or secure a crying towel 
for myself.

New York Dates 


The New York State Racing Commission, which 
had already set dates for the Jamaica and Aque- 
duct spring meetings, released the rest of the 1943 
dates last week, gave each of New York’s five 
tracks the same number of days they had in 1942. 
It was considered possible that, if matters go well 
during the regular season, there would be a 1943 
extension to match the “victory meeting” which 
was held at Belmont Park last November. Chair- 
man Herbert Bayard Swope, accompanying the 
release with a comment on the use of automo- 
biles, said that if racing carried on with automo- 
bile patronage it would be “like a receiver of 
stolen goods,’’ recommended that horse drawn 
vehicles be used. The date schedule:

Widener of Belmont, and Eugene Mori of Garden 
State Park, offered to assist stranded horsemen, 
and members of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association met and decided that the 
organization would help to provide transporta- 
tion, feed, and payroll money for stables that 
needed assistance. President John C. Clark of 
Hialeah will keep his office open until February 
15 for the purpose of giving what aid is possible, 
and it seemed certain that horsemen would have 
no serious difficulty in meeting current expenses 
and securing transportation to other tracks.

FORT RILEY GRADUATES 
IX celebrated figures in the field of polo and 
horsemanship became second lieutenants in 
the United States Army on the same day, January 
28, upon being graduated with the Twentieth Of- 
ficer Candidate Class from the Cavalry School at 
Fort Riley, Kansas. 

Leading the list is George H. (Pete) Bostwick, 
internationally known polo player, amateur rider, 
owner, and trainer, who has performed with suc- 
cess both in the United States and in England. 
The others are Louis E. Stoddard, Jr., who rode 
as an amateur jockey for nine years in America, 
England, and France; Arthur A. (Sandy) Bald- 
win, of White Post, Va., breeder and owner who 
has competed in polo both in the United States 
and in Hawaii and has ridden his own steeple- 
chasers through the field; Louis R. Rowan, a 
member of teams which carried off many major 
Pacific Coast tournaments; James A. Gough, 
Irish-born steeplechaser, polo player, trainer of 
hunters and jumpers, and judge at Pacific Coast 
horse shows and hunter trials; and Charles S. 
von Stade, now only 23, twice a member of polo 
teams which won the National Junior Champion- 
ship, and a player on the Gulf Stream team which 
carried off the national open championship in 
1942. 

Probably best known of the six is Bostwick, 
who rode his first winner at the age of 17 and had 
been riding ever since until his enlistment in the 
cavalry several months ago. He was the leading 
amateur and gentleman professional rider of the 
United States in 1929 and 1930 and was well up 
on the list every year until last year. He has won 
the Brook Steeplechase twice, the Meadow Brook 
four times, and the Glendale International and 
the Governor Ogle among others. In England 
his principal triumphs were in the Imperial Cup, 
the Foxhunter Chase, and the Lingfield Cup. 
Three times he was unsuccessful in the Grand 
National at Aintree, falling twice and once finish- 
ing seventh. 

Bostwick started playing polo at the age of 12 
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at Aiken Preparatory School, under the coaching 
of Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock. He has participated 
in practically all major tournaments in the United 
States in the last 12 years, has played with teams 
that have won the National Junior Championship, 
Meadow Brook Cup, National Open Champion- 
ship, and the Monty Waterbury Cup. His polo 
rating was eight goals. In 1936 he opened Bost- 
wick Field with a seating capacity of 5,000 and 
did a great deal to popularize polo in the New 
York district. The field is closed for the duration 
and now is given over to sheep raising. 

Stoddard started his polo playing at the early 
age of nine, under the tutelage of Capt. W. H. 
Gaylord of the Ninth Lancers, British Cavalry. 
At 16 he was apprenticed to F. Ambrose Clark as 
amateur jockey and rode for nine years in Amer- 
ica, England, and France, winning the Diamond 
Jubilee Hurdle, Sassoon Memorial, and Chetten- 
ham Juvenile ’Chases in England. He rode twice 
in the Grand National, in 1936 and 1939, and in 
France won one race and finished third in an- 
other. He has played in all 12-, 16-, and 20-goal 
tournaments at Meadow Brook for several years. 
He has trained horses both on the flat and over 
jumps. His father is a former president of the 
U.S. Polo Association. 

Baldwin began a career with horses at the age 
of four when he was “taken” hunting. From that 
time until he entered the service, he has had 
much experience with horses in Hawaii, Texas, 
and New Mexico, as well as in the Middle West 
and eastern part of the United States. His home 
is near White Post, Va., where he breeds a few 
Thoroughbreds, chiefly for the Saratoga market. 

Baldwin has owned, trained and ridden win- 
ners at various hunt meetings of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, and has had 
mounts in nearly all of the classic timber races 
from the Carolina Cup at Camden to the Meadow 
Brook. 

From 1932, when he started to play, until it 
was sold in 1941, Midwick Country Club, near 
Pasadena, Calif., was Rowan’'s home club. During 
that period he was a member of teams which 
won many of the major Pacific Coast tourna- 
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ments, including the Open, the Twenty Goal, 
Senior, Intra-Circuit Cup, and the Teddy Miller 
Memerial. He was on the Midwick team which 
won a handicap tournament at Schofield Bar- 
racks, Hawaiian Islands. In 1939, he played No. 
1 on the California team which defeated the Brit- 
ish International team in a_ three-out-of-five 
series at Midwick Country Club. He also rode 
in a few steeplechases. Before enlisting in the 
Army, Rowan was secretary of the California 
Breeders’ Association. 

Gough’s hunting experience began early in 
life. As a child in Ireland, he learned to “stick 
on” over a “double bank” under the tutelage of 
his father, who for years hunted with the Tip- 
perary Hounds or “Gallant Tipps,” as they were 
referred to. In 1937 he helped organize the Roll- 
ing Hills Hunt in California, and was joint mas- 
ter of that pack and hunted hounds himself until 
enlisting in 1941. From 1927 to 1932 he was ac- 
tively engaged in training and showing hunters 
and jumpers at most of the shows on the Pacific 
Coast circuit. He was president for two years 
of the Equestrian Sports Association, formed in 
California in 1933. 

Gough has judged extensively at Pacific Coast 
horse shows and hunter trials, holding a rating 
of senior judge of hunters, jumpers, and polo and 
breeding classes with the American Horse Shows 
Association. In 1930 he held an amateur license 
under Irish National Hunt and Steeplechase rules. 
He rode winners under the Pacific Coast Steeple- 
chase Association, including the Henry Vaughan 
Chase at Menlo Park, Calif. In addition, he 
played polo at Santa Barbara for two years with 
the late Jim Colt, whose tragic death was a blow 
to the polo world. 

Von Stade started polo at the age of 10 at 
Aiken, S. C., under the direction of Devereaux 
Milburn and Mrs. Thomas Hitchcock. He began 
tournament play around 1930. One of his ad- 
visors was Capt. W. H. Gaylord of the British 
Cavalry, regarded as responsible for many pres- 
ent-day high goal players. Beside being a mem- 
ber of teams which won the Junior Champion- 
ship and the National Open, he participated in 
winning the Monty Waterbury Cup and three 
major exhibitions at Meadow Brook. In the fall 
of 1942 he was raised to an eight-goal handicap. 
He has ridden hunters and jumpers at Aiken and 
has alternated as whipper-in for the Aiken 
Hunt.

HE list of leading broodmare sires is no place 

for upstarts. Horses come to prominence on 
it slowly, drop away almost imperceptibly. The 
1942 leader was the C. V. Whitney stallion 
*Chicle, which died in 1939. He appeared in last 
place among the leading 20 in 1929. Then he was 
seventeenth in 1934, tenth in 1935 and 1936. He 
continued to rise gradually, was third in 1940, 
second in 1941. In the last nine years he has 
been on the list of leading 20 eight times, rising 
with each appearance. Shut Out was the princi- 
pal 1942 winner from his daughters, but they pro- 
duced seven other stakes winners, including Fad, 
Blue Delight, and Rosetown. 

In second place was anotner veteran, Man o’ 
War, which has not been worse than eighth in 
the last eight years, and had once previously been 
second, three times third. His daughters ac- 
counted for eight of last year’s stakes winners, 
including Vagrancy, Marriage, Level _ Best, 
Thumbs Up, and Blue Swords. Sweep, which died 
in 1931 and whose daughters are disappearing, 
was third, Whirlaway accounting for about two- 
thirds of the money credited to him. Sweep also 
has held his place among the leading sires of 
broodmares for many years. He led the list in 
1937 and 1941, was second in 1938 and 1940, and 
since 1928 he has been among the 20 leaders, 
among the first 10 for the last 12 years. *Sir 
Gallahad III, which headed the list in 1939 and 
has been among the leaders for the last six years, 
was fourth. Four other stallions which have led 
the list in at least one year also appear on the 
list—*Wrack, High Time, Fair Play, and Broom- 
stick—all dead. 

*Chicle, whose last fillies are about now en- 
tering their stud careers, was a bay horse, foaled 
in England in 1913, and bred by Harry Payne 
Whitney. A son of the Derby winner Spearmint 
and the American-bred Lady Hamburg II (dam of 
Whiskalong and of Top Flight’s sire, *Dis Donc), 
he raced in the United States, starting only 10 
times and winning three races, including the 
Champagne Stakes and Brooklyn Derby. Put 
into the stud in 1919, he sired the winners of 
about $1,750,000 through 1942, leading the sire 
list in 1929, when Whichone was a 2-year-old. He 
died at the Whitney farm on May 20, 1939, and 
his last foals, one colt and one filly, came in 1940. 

The following tabulation indicates the number 
of horses listed as sires of dams of winners in 
recent years, and the number of mares repre- 
sented by winners:

Until last year, it had been the practice of THE 
BLoop-HORSE to publish in the broodmare sire list 
the name and record of every stallion represented 
by a producing daughter during the calendar 
year. Since there are a great many stallions 
with one or two undistinguished daughters this 
has made for a very long and bulky list. In the 
list which follows, stallions are included only if 
their daughters have produced winners of $2,000 
or more in first monies. This eliminates 438 stal- 
lions, or 41 per cent of the total, but it eliminates 
only 11 per cent of the producing mares. The

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W. R. Jarvis Dies 


The eldest of the three Jarvis brothers, William 
Rose Jarvis, died January 27 in a London hospital 
at the age of 57, ending his 31-year-old associa- 
tion with the Turf in the role of trainer. Since 
1924 he had been trainer to the Kings of Engalnd, 
George V, Edward XIII, and George VI. For the 
latter, however, he did not have charge of Sun 
Chariot and Big Game, winners of four of the 
1942 classics. His connections with the royal 
stables ended last September when the King’s 
horses were transferred to Capt. Cecil Boyd- 
Rochfort’s Freemason Lodge stables. 

A son of the late William A. Jarvis, who trained 
Bona Vista, Cyllene, Ravensbury, and others, he 
was born June 21, 1885. He first served as as- 
sistant trainer to J. H. Houldsworth and from 
1902 to 1910 assisted his uncle, James Ryan, in 
training at Green Lodge, Newmarket. In 1911 he 
began training by himself. During World War I 
his training activities were interrupted and he 
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served in France as a lieutenant in the South 
Notts Hussars, attached to the Twenty-third Mid- 
dlesex Regiment. He started training for King 
George V in 1924 and his most successful year 
was in 1928, when he won 14 races and almost 
£15,000. His best performer that year was Scut- 
tle, winner of the One Thousand Guineas for the 
King. 

His family is famous on the English Turf, its 
first notable success being achieved when an an- 
cestor trained Gustavus to win the 1821 Derby at 
Epsom. The late Mr. Jarvis’ brothers—Basil and 
Jack Jarvis—are also very successful trainers in 
England today.

Halcyon has five crops of foals racing. From 44 foals in 
his first four crops only one failed to race. Of 43 starters 31 
are winners, including the stakes winners Sweet Patrice, 
Halcyon Boy, Parasang, Small World, etc. He has 25 regis- 
tered and named 2-year-olds this year. Thirteen are winners 
to date from 21 starters.

Peace Chance’s fourth crop of foals are racing this sea- 
son. In his first crop were eight winners, including the stakes 
winners Flight Command and Red Dock, from 12 foals. In 
the second crop were 11 winners, including the stakes winner 
Appeasement, from 16 foals, one of which died at two. In the 
third crop were 14 winners from 23 foals. There are 27 foals 
in his fourth crop and 23 have started to date. Twelve have 
won, including the stakes winners Fad, and five others have 
placed.

Carrier Pigeon apparently was cut out to be a crack race 
horse, but a foot injury curtailed his racing career. He won 
his two starts at two, and won two races, was twice second at 
three. His record includes 514 furlongs in 1:06 on a slow 
track, beaten a head in Shevlin Stakes, 114, miles in 1:424+ 
new track record, etc.
